THE COREAN DESPATCHES. 
‘Twose of our readers who have taken 
the trouble to plod through the curions 
correspondence between Mr. Takezosé, 
Inte Japanese Minister at Seoul, and 
the authorities of the Foreign Office, now 
boing published in these columns, will 
have been struck with the singularly 
rambling and inconsequent tenor of the 
@espaiches of the Corean Ministers, 
The atyle of despatch-writing among 
ital nations is different from that 
which provails in the West. Instend 
of the terse, straightforward, business- 
like phraseology employed by Earopean 
atatesmon, we find a circumlocation, a 
tendency to raise unimportant side- 
issues, aud a roundabout method of 
expression, which go fur to detract 
from the poiut of au otherwise plaw 
blo argument; and while this defect 
arises in no small measure from the 
character of Orientals themselves, it 
seems occasionally as though it were 
actully cultivated ns a diplomatic 
accomplishment, useful for enabling 
the writer to avoid the mnin points on 
which the whole discussion turns. Th 
poouliarity is, we think, observable in 
the present correspondence upon both 
sides ; but, as might have been expected, 
{t is the Corean Ministers who make 
out the wenker case. Iu fnot tho 
Japanese Minister, though by no means 
a master of diplomatic controversy, 
trips them up again aud again, and 
shows clearly enough that the charges 
they bring agaiust him aro incapable of 
boing sustained. To do this, indeed, was 
no difficult task, There is something 
childlike in tho way in which ¢ 
Foreign Office Ministers, in their por~ 
ploxity and indignation, contradict 
themselves, They do not deny, for 
instance, that, on the night of the mas- 
snore, urgent messages, purporting to 




















to his assistance, But they blame Mr, 
Takezosé for not sitting down and 
entoring, there and then, into a corre 


pondonce with the Foreign Ofice, 
ordor to know whether he was to go 
or not; and this when the King’s life 
was in imminent peril, aud the delay 
ofan hour might have attended with 
most disastrous results—when every 
moment was of value! But, say the 
Corean Ministers, tho Foreign Office 
takes cognizance of everything, and all 
communications with foreigners pnss 
through it, This statement is not 
_ only irrelevant uuder (he circumstances, 
but absolately false in fact ; the Japan- 
ese Minister having, in a large pro. 
portion if not a majority of cases, re- 
ceived official intimation through the 
Board of War and verbally through 
mombers of the royal household. In 
one sentence, again, the Ministers 
charge Mr. Takezoyé with baving taken 
foroible. possession of the King aud 
butchered six members of the Govern- 



























ment, In another sentence, forgetful 
apparently, of what they had just writ- 
ten, they begin to excuse themselves, aud | 
beg his Excellency to forego nll grudge 
against them! This is rather a strange 
attitnde to assume towards a man they | 
have just accused of a diabolical crime 5! 
and what is the epithet they apply to 
that crime themselves—how do they 
characterise it? His Excellency, they 
hint gently, acted in “ rather a thought. | 
less” manner ; he lent “too. ready an! 
ear” to those who were bent on de- 
ceiving him; he allowed himself “too 
easily” to be taken in the snare Inid for 
him by the conspirators ; he was “too 
confiding.” Nor does the charge that 
the Japanese Minister burnt down his 
own Legation—a charge bused solely 
“on report”—fare mach better, The 
Minister disposes of it by the simple 
assertion that he left the house with bis 
retinue at half-past two o'clock, and Unat 
it was not till five o'luck, when he was 
miles away, that the place was fred ; 
and whou we consider that it was sur- 
rounded by a mob of Coreans discharg- 
ing fire-nrms into it, there seems no 
difficulty in accounting for ils destruc. 
tion, especially as this fact is borne out 
by the testimony of eye-witnesses, Quo 
very ludicrous pnasage in the despatch 
of President Chao is that in which ho 
blames Mr. Takezoyé for tnking his 
soldiers to the Puluce. He lays stres 

upon the wording of the Decree, “ Let 
the Japanese Minister come aud protect 
* not a word about troops! ‘The 
King of Coren must indeed hnve had | 
a wonderful iden of tho Jnpaneso 
Minister’s prowess if he thought that 
he could, single-banded, “ protect” his 
royal person against some thousands 
of ixsargents. It is absurd that Mr. 
‘Takezoyé should have been called upon 
to defend himself against charges so 
puerile, so evidently the outcome of 
sheer perplexity nud terror. But he 
uses the du quogue argumout with ex- 
cellent effect. He slows that the) 
Government was aware of the attack | 
to be mado on the Jupanese, and did| 
nothing to prevent it; that no warning 
was given to him as Minister; that, 
while attempting to escape, he and his 
countrymen were made the targets for 
stones, darte, and bullets; thnt many 
of them were killed; aud that “your 
honourable soldiers” fired upon him in- 
cessantly as he was crossing the Seoul 
river in a boat, We have not, of | 
course, sufficient space to analyse the 
correspondence point by point. But, 
as far as it hns been published 
hitherto, the cases we lave adduced 
may be accepted as a fair sample of the 
whole, It is not too mach to say that 
in every instance in which n chargo 
has been brought against the Japanese 
Minister by the Coreans is cither 
transparently false or easily refutable. 
‘This, it may be said, is because the 
Coreaus aro simple folk, unused to 
diplomacy, while Mr, ‘Takezoyé is 
an emineut scholar, It is, however, 
scarcely necessary to rend Mr. Ta- 
































Keznyé's despatches to sev through 


the flimsy texture of the accusa= 
tions levelled at him, for the reason 
that most of the accusations refute 
themselves. Que examplo of this will 
suffice. Mr. Takezosé is charged with 
having been deceived by a forged 
decree. He is also charged with bav= 
ing been in lengue with the conspira- 
tors, and having. committed wholesale 
assassinations in the Palace, Now if 
he was in league with the conspirators 
it is clear that it would have been un- 
necessary to forge a decree summoning 
him to the Palaco; he would have 
gone there by appointment, If, on 
the other hand, he was deceived by the 
deoree, it is equally clear that he could 
not have been in league with the de. 
ceivers, Mr. ‘Tnkezosé may bo a 
monster of wickeduegs and oruelly, but 
certainly his accusers have not proved w 
single crime ngainst him. Their evi« 
deuce breaks down ou every point. 

In conclasion it is necessury to refer 
to one other matter only, Unt a matter 
of no small importan We Inve 
seen a document, purporting to have 
been addressed by the King of Coroa 
to Li Hung-chang, in which His 
Majesty, in an account of the oo 
currence which is strangely at varie 
ance with that of his own Ministers, 
accuses Mr, Tokezoyé of having insti« 
gated the massacre, and implores the 
Imperial protection. This reads vory 
peculiarly side by side with the accepted 
version of the story, according to whiok 
the King clung whimpering to the 
Japanese Minister’s cont-taile like a 
frightened child, begging bis Excellency 
not to leave him one minuto, imploring 
to bo taken to his mother the next, and 
behaving in a way not only unworthy 
of a King bat oven of any grown-up 
man, We hope that thia misorable 
document will be proved a forgery. 
‘Two things way be mentioned in cone 
nection with it, First, it appears to have 
been written during the of the 
Chinese Commissioner, and, supposing it 
to be genuine, was most likely extorted 
by him from the cowardly monarch, 
Secondly, two days after the massnore, 
the King of Coren sent a mossa; 
Mr. ‘takezoyé by General Foote, United 
States Minister, expressing his thorough 
satisfaction with the assistance he had 
rendered, aud his regret that his Excels 
lency bad been repulsed by the Chinese 
army. It seems'clear from U 
that the King of Corea is the most 
despicable of men, or else that the 
document in which he accuses the man 
to whom he owes the preservation of 
his life, of having been conspirator in 
chief, is au impudent forgery. 





















































ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 
Tue political situation ii Europe is 


evidently regarded ns somewhat oritical, 
judging from the fact (hat the prevail- 
ing uncertainty has resulted in a sem 

ic in London, We presume that 
this refers primarily to the Stock 
Exchange; bat the depression is no 
doubt felt moro or Joss in all departe 
ments of fiuauce, aud sill, among other 
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articles, is said to be temporarily almost 
unsaleable, The old adage that mis- 
forttnes never conie single is, we should 
think, indefeusible upon any known 
theory of either Providence or calcula 
tion; but it must certainly have been 
origivally founded upon experience, real 
or fancied, and it receives a somewhat 
alarming degreo of support at the pre= 
sent jaucture, There is no doabt that 
tve are in a horrible mess in Egypt, 
aud for a very long time the Egyptian 
Question occupied the public mind to 
the exclusion of most other topics, 
especially when the terrible news of 
General Gordon's death burst upon the 
world. ‘I'hen came the feeling of irritas 
tion caused by German aunexntions in 
Australasia; a feeling it would be 
difficult to justify, perbaps, but still a 
feeling which exists in a very marked 
degreo in Englaud, nud which now adds 
ite small quota to the embarrass- 
ments of the Cabinet, But the last 
occurrence is beyond question the most 
serions of all, and it is this that 
lias created such evidently profoaud 
uneasiness in the commercial world. 
Russia has invaded the frontiers of 
_ Afghanistan, and England has recom- 
mended the Afghans to resist further 
enoroachmen It was clear to all of 
us, when this news arrived, what the 
possibilities of the case really were, 
and what this recommendatior 
meant. Its significance con 
tho fact that, uuless Russia retired, the 
British Govorument was prepared to 
assist the Afghans; in other words, 
hostilities between the two couutries 
wore upon’ the cards.” There are 
those who regarded these facta, when 
they reached us, as embodying an ox- 
planation of the measures that bad 
been previously reported relative to 
the militia and the reserves, which had 
@ menacing look ; and the advices that 
have beeu published siuce are scarcely 
calculated to allay the feara of trouble. 
‘The three facta which are of most uso 
to ue to day in forming a couception of 
the situation are: first, the moderate 
tone attributed to the Russian Govern.

dignity over our small, forlorn, far-away, 
frozen-in society. The notable event of 
the season was the fancy dress ball at the 
Russian Legation, where everybody attend- 
ed as somebody else. ‘The British Minis- 
tor made a capital Sir Roger de Coverley, 
but the criticism was mele that he was 
scarcely the type of aman who would be 
inveigled into evil ways and losses by city 
sharpers, as he was walking up the Strand. 
Sir Robert Hart developed himself into the 
King of Hearts aud looked like a veiled pro- 
phet.

Cheshire, as an old book-worm of a barris- 
ter, with grey hairs and evidences of many 
dimers, and his tendency to address tho 
jury always, would have gratified the heart 
of Sir Richard Rennie, and the eminent 
members of the Shanghai bar. Mrs, Rock- 
hill, as Mrs. Southdown, was charming, She 
performed the part as high comedy, and 
nothing could excel her grace, earnestness, 
and self-possession. ‘The scene where she 
endeavours to impress upon Mrs. Benson 
the gravity of the fault she has committed 
in allowing herself, as a married woman, to 
receive love-letters from a young gentle. 
man, not her husband, was capital.” Miss 
Howard, as Miss Benson, had an ungrateful 
part, that of a silly, foolish woman, and 
the only regret attending her performance 
was that it wasnot suited toher evident gifts. 
This comedy was almost a faultless per- 
formance and the curtain fell amid great 
applause. Then came the farce of ‘Poor 
Pillicoddy.’ After the debut of our two 
American cousins, the event of the season 
was the appearance of Sir Robert Hart 
as Pillicoddy. ‘This was the first appear- 
ance of the Inspector-General. ‘The trans- 
formation was complete. When he cama 
on the stage he looked like a laughing, irre 
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pressible Irishman, in an extraordinary 
costume, and until we came to hear the 
familiar tones of that soft, calm, resolute 
voice, we could not imagine that it was the 
Inspector-General. He played his part 
with sincerity, one might say almost with 
intensity. It was thoroughly done; com- 
plete, honest acting, going without reserve 
into his part, doing all that the play re 
quired with conscience and care, a meritori. 
ous, distinguished performance, open only 
to the criticism that it was perhaps too 
well done and that a little carelessness and 
abandon would have been an improvement. 
‘Miss Russell played the part of the servant 
charmingly. Pert, forward, saucy, with 
a perfect knowledge of the stage business, 
and a voice of singular clearness and modu- 
Intion, her acting was one of the triumphs 
of the evening. Mrs. Pirkis, as the wife 
of Pillicoddy, hada small part, but it was 
played with all the grace and truth which 
characterize the acting of that accomplished 
lady. Miss Howard, as Mrs. Coalscuttle, 
laboured under the same disadvantage as in 
the former play, namely, in not having a 
part in which she could display her many 
and unugual gifts, Her costume was a 
marvel. Her gown and umbrella should be 
sent to the British Museum, as a triumph 
of grotesque attire. She did her small 
indifferent. part so well that the spectators 
could not help regretting that the play was 
not ‘The Rivals’ or ‘The School for Scandal.” 
“Mr. Russell, as Captain O’Scuttle, went 
through his part like a gruff old tar, who 
had lived his whole life on sea-weed and 
salt pork.

The Foreign Office established 
by our Government is for the purpose of 
conducting business with foreign nation 
No matter so insignificant that th 
Foreign Office is not acquainted with it, 
It was an extraordinary procedure on your 
part, indeed, to march soldiers into the 
Palace without receiving a single letter 
from the Foreign Office asking you to do 
so!

of affording protection, your Excellency

Facts to support these views aro 
almostnumberless, anditmaybeworth while 
to mention a fow as perhaps all of you 
havo not read much on the subject, “In 
the Gat place with regard to the cat, Tho 
great Champion of Electric Light Com- 
panies, Mr. Robt. Hammond, admitted 
Inst year that it was imponsible to compare 
the cost of electric lighting with the coat of

experience of the last few yoara would 
subscribe further capital, he could only 
say, not the same public perhaps ; and to 
the question whether any moro. capital 
whatever would be flowing in before the 
companies could show auy protitable work. 
ing, ho replied that that was a pertinent 
question and strikes at a very weighty 
difiiculty in electric lighting. In an article 
in the Electrical Review of Inst year, the 
prospects of electri lighting are discussed. 
t began by asking if any real advance had 
been made since 1882. It acknowledged 
that the number of solvent electric com- 
panios remaining could be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, that house to house 
lighting had not mado the least advauce, 
that accumulators had turned out decidedly 
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disappointing, and it concluded with the 
opinion—and here appears the attenuated 
stream of hope—that electric lighting will 





eventually assumes position which, although 
it may nover equal that of gas, willat least 
become of considerable importance among 
the industries. A great deal has been made 
of the “ restrictive legislation” in England 
inaccounting for thenon-success of thelight; 
but the Electrical Review frankly admits 
il probxbility the companies would 
nin the same posi which 
themselves, had there ben no 
ting Act. The Standard, in 
article referring to the interview 
mutation from the electric light 
and the President of the Board 
of Trade, iu Novembor Inst, says, among 
other things, that while considerable sums

confidently expected a fow years ago; that 
hard as the law om to be, it must 
not be made responsible for all the fivancial 
dificulties of the electric light companies 5 
that if the electricians will only show by 
actual experiment that their new illuminant 
can successfully compete with gas and yield 
fair return on the capital invested, they 
will not fail to find supporters ; that if 
Parliament wero to give the electric light- 
ing companies all the leave and licence 
enjoyed by tho water companies, it would 
be of no uso unless there was a palpable 
profit for the sharehold etc., etc. Ata 
meeting of the Swan United Electric Oo., 
which has the coutrol of the conti 
business iu Swan lamps, the Directors had 
eport a loss, though there was no 
ictive legislation,” and gas was dearer 
and less well established than in Bug!
